Coldstream was one of the fastest colts of recent years. At Churchill Downs May 4 
of his 2-year-old season he won by four lengths and set a new track record of :52%; for 
41, furlongs. He won the Bashford Manor Stakes by five lengths, five furlongs in :59%5. 
At Belmont Park May 5 he won easily, 4'2 furlcngs in :52. He finished fourth, beaten 
about a half-length, in the Juvenile Stakes, after being knocked back badly and forced 
to take up. He won the Hyde Park Stakes at Arlington Park after getting away in a 
very bad tangle and racing on the outside of a 19-horse field all the way. In the Arling- i 
ton Futurity he was lying second at the turn when he ran out and lost all chance. In the 
Saratoga Special he was in close quarters, but dead-heated with Red Rain for first place. 
He was again unlucky in the Hopeful Stakes, and his chances were spoiled by a rough 
trip. At Belmont Park he won the Nursery Handicap, second division, six furlongs in 
1:1045; under 120 pounds. He was unplaced in the Futurity and Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes. At three, 1936, he finished third in the Clark Handicap, fourth in the Kentucky 
Derby, but bowed a tendon and pulled up very lame in the Suburban Handicap. His 
complete record: 17 starts, six wins, one second, two thirds, $17,650 won.

Omaha is one of the greatest Thoroughbreds produced in America in the Jast decade. 
As a 2-year-old he was started nine times, won one race, and was four times second, earn- 
ing $3,850. His seconds included the Sanford Stakes, Champagne Stakes, and Junior Champ- 
ion Stakes. Although not a stakes winner at two, Omaha was regarded as an outstanding 
juvenile. In all his races he finished strong, showing a liking for a distance, and he was 
recognized as a colt with great potentialities. 


At three, Omaha became the outstanding horse of the year. He won the Kentucky Derby, 
Preakness, Belmont, Dwyer, Classic Stakes (in which he set a new track record of 2:0175), 
was second in the Withers Stakes, third in Wood Memorial Stakes, and the Brooklyn Handi- 
cap (to Discovery and King Saxon). He was never unplaced in nine starts at three, and 
earned $142,255. 


Omaha was sent to England as a 4-year-old, with the Ascot Gold Cup as his major 
ybjective. He won the Victor Wild Stakes (1! miles under 129 pounds), and the Queen’s 
Plate (two miles under 130) in preparation for the Gold Cup race. In the latter race he 
was beaten a nose by Quashed, and was also second in the Prince of Wales’ Stakes. Omaha 
was to have made a second attempt in the Ascot this year, but he went wrong shortly 
before the race and was declared out. In three years of racing Omaha started 22 times, 
was nine times first, seven times second, two times third, and earned a total of $154,755. 


Flambino was a stakes winner (Gazelle Stakes), and also produced the winners McDon- 
ald H., Flamborough, Fleam (Acorn Stakes, New Hampshire, Continental Handicaps, placed 
in eight other stakes), and Flares, a full brother to Omaha and winner of Newmarket, Bur- 
well, Princess’ of Wales, Dullingham Stakes Ormonde Plate. These are her first five foals. 
The second dam *Flambette won Latonia Oaks, Coaching Club American Oaks, and is 
dam of the stakes winners Flaming (Woodbine Autumn Handicap, Garden City Claiming 
Stakes in America, Imperial Cup, Lancashire Hurdle Handicap in England), and Cycle 
(Baltimore Spring , Paumonok Handicaps). She also produced La France, dam of Dick 
Merrill and Jacola, winners. 


“La Flambee also produced Ned O. (21 wins, $45,360 including Walden Handicap), *La 


Rablee (dam of The Scout), ete. Medeah, the forth dam, won French Oaks, Prix Royal 
Oak, Prix Vermeille, and produced several stakes winners.

HE BiLOOD-HORSE has 52 editorial pages 

a year. It isn’t enough to furnish room for 
a'l the comments we would like to make. But 
there is no virtue in making all the comments 
one would like to. So we have deliberately re- 
stricted editorial space to one page a week. That 
leaves us full of odds and ends of ideas that 
werry us because we haven't taken the trouble 
to worty anyone else with them. This is Odds 
and Ends Week. 


In the first place, there’s Texas. Occasionally 
a story comes out that an attempt will be made 
to regain legal standing for racing in the Lone 
Star State. If the people of Texas want racing 
we trust they will get it back. If they don't, we 
hope those who do will not try to cram it down 
their throats. We would like to see introduced 
in that State a bill which would legalize racing 
but which would make profits to the promoters 
of tracks practically nil. Then the sport could 
be organized on a non-profit basis. If there is a 
genuine demand for racing such a bill would 
pass, and the potential promoters would not 
have to lobby for it, nor would they wish to. 
The profit motive is considered essential to most 
successful enterprises, but in racing it has 
worked to the detriment of the sport on many 
occasions. We still insist that the permanence 
of racing depends upon its sporting character. 


A few years ago we thought it would be a 
very good thing if North American Thoroughbred 
breeders would try to develop an export market 
in South America. It appeared a sensible thing 
to do, for many reasons. But there was no or- 
ganization through which such a project could 
be attempted—and certainly it would have re- 
quired organized effort. Later we came to the 
conclusion that we should be importing from 
South America, rather than exporting. We 
suspect that Argentina, for instance, breeds 
Thcroughbreds as good as those of any other 
countiy on earth. We suspect also that the 
United States will never develop a good export 


market for Thoroughbreds, first, because home 
censumption usually is enough to account for 
the supply, and second, because American racing, 
limited chiefly to sprinting, fails to make the 
selection necessary for the improvement of the 
breed. At any rate, the uniform success of the 
few horses brought up frcm South America this 
year is likely to bring about more importations 
from that quarter. 


The campaign to bring about the reinstatement 
of Don Meade in Florida goes without our ap- 
plause. The former jockey’s plea is that he has 
learned his lesson, has had enough punishment. 
It is our notion that if a jockey pulls a horse 
and thereby defrauds the public, and is ruled 
off for the offense, the ruling off is not done to 
teach the jockey a lesson, but to protect the 
public and the sport. We need to encourage those 
riders who have enough character to conduct 
themselves honestly, and we cannot give such 
encouragement if we abrogate the rules against 
cheating. 


One of the immortals of the Australasian Turf 
is Gloaming, bought for 230 guineas as a year- 
ling in 1916, and winner of £43,100 in seven 
seasons on the Turf. A New Zealand paper, in 
a recent retelling of the story of the great 
gelding, reminded its readers that, although he 
raced until he was nine years of age (he did 
not race at two), he never ran in a handicap. 
Only an American would be amazed at such 
a statement. 


The big winnings of Art Rooney at Saratoga 
and elsewhere this year have roused Turf writers 
to pen a few wistful articles on his plunging. 
The spectacular players of the old days are gone. 
A reincarnation of Pittsburgh Phil would make 
great “copy.” We wish Mr. Rooney luck, but 
we hope he escapes being made a national hero. 


The retirement of the Whitney blue and brown 
from racing is a great loss to the sport. There 
was no higher standard in American racing.

UGUST 30. After a week of bad weather the 

track is drying out and is fast off the rail, 
but along the rail for about 10 feet out is full 
of soft spots and holes. Having done practically 
nothing with the stable for the past 10 days, I 
had to get a work in some of those which had 
chances to run. Accordingly I sent King and 
Edna for an easy work together, which they ac- 
complished in :25, :50, 1:16, pulling up seven- 
eighths mile in 1:32. Knowing how rank Mabyn 
would be in company, I put Mike on her and sent 
her alone for five-eighths mile, which she breezed, 
hard held in 1:02. She pulled up three-quarters 
mile in 1:16. As she galloped back to me, I 
thought she was favoring her right leg a little, 
and by the time she reached the stable, I was 
sure of it. She became lame before she was cooled 
out, and it became apparent that she had stepped 
into one of those holes and twisted her ankle, 
and after ail the pains I had taken to prevent 
just this. I had her tubbed in ice water and salts, 
and afterward put cotton and a cold-water band- 
age on the leg, and kept it wet with ice water all 
day. At “dcing-up time” I rubbed the ankle with 
absorbent lotion and put it under cotton and 
bandage for the night. Kitty and Devil galloped 
two miles, Steve one mile, and the others walked, 
except General, which is still standing in his 
stall. 


AUGUST 31. Track safe this morning, s> chanced 
giving Devil a slow three-eighths mile, which he 
did without mishap. Sent Steve and Kitty three- 
eighths mile together in :40. Glow galloped, and 
Edna, King, and Jim walked. 

Mabyn has joined General at standing in her 
stall. She is very lame today, and her ankle quite 
swollen. Had the treatment of yesterday repeated. 


SEPTEMBER 1. Glow has been going along so 
well in his gallops that I sent him with Kitty for 
a three-furlong breeze, done in :42. Glow seemed 
a bit uncertain on his bad leg, when he came 
back, but not lame. Kitty appeared on cooling 
out to be still somewhat sore in her shins. I have 
seldom seen such a stubborn case of bucked shins 
as hers has been. Accordingly, I painted them 
well with Hagyard’s Strong Absorbent and put 
them under cotton and bandages. Devil galloped 
twe miles. Edna and King also galloped. Jim is 
walking quite well. Steve walked. 


SEPTEMBER 2. Due to all the slow work that 
has been enforced by track conditions, I sent 
King for a quick three-eighths this morning, 
which he did handily in :36%;, pulling up a half- 
mile in :52. Gave Edna a three-eighths mile blow- 
out for a race tomorrow. She went in :37 and 
out a half-mile in :5045. Edna is always very 
hard to pull up, and will certainly make a good 
distance performer next year. Kitty galloped, and 
Glow, Steve, and Jim walked. Mabyn’s ankle is 
much improved this morning, and she is walking 
on it well. Continued same treatment, with addi- 
tion of glycerine sweat at night. (‘“Sweat” is 
made of 95° glycerine and 5% carbolic acid). 
Glow’s tendon, which has been so hard to fine 
down completely, looks a bit full again today, 
and I will have to stop and paint him and wait 
some more. Entered Edna and King for races 
tomorrow.

SEPTEMBER 38. Devil, Steve, Kitty, and King 
galloped. Glow, Edna, and Jim walked. General 
and Mabyn were both walking so perfectly today 
that I took them out of their stalls and gave 
them a 10-minute walk. This was the first time 
General has had any outside exercise since his 
injury on July 31, which is quite a long time ago 
now. Swelling is going out of Mabyn’s ankle, 
and I am continuing the cold-sweat treatments 
daily. 

Edna failed to get into the race I entered her 
for. King was in trouble on the rail for most of 
the journey in his race, and did not race as well 
as I expected, but at least acquired a bit of edu- 
cation in racing. 


SEPTEMBER 4. Edna and Steve worked together 
six furlongs in 1:172;, galloping out seven-eighths 
mile in 1:33, finally pulling up a mile in 1:55, 
as both were hard to stop. This will be quite a 
fitting work for Steve, and will put Edna right in 
form. Devil and Kitty galloped, the latter two 
miles. Kitty is still very fat, despite all I have 
been able to do to and with her. Glow, Mabyn, 
King, and Jim walked. A new 2-year-old filly 


called Merry joined the stable today. She is still 
a maiden and has started twice without showing 
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much to date. She has been walking for some 
days, and I hope has freshened up for business. 
She walked today, and I noticed she had plenty 
of appetite when feeding time came—a good sign. 


SEPTEMBER 5. Raining plenty this morning, so 
everything walked. I took the opportunity to 
trim manes and fetlocks, and also to look each 
horse over minutely for neglected spots in his 
coat, and to praise or reprimand, as deserved, each 
of the rubbers on his charges. Edna and General 
improving, but not much change in Glow’s ten- 
don. All in all, a very disappointing week, and 
little but grief to remember it by. 


SEPTEMBER 6. Devil and Kitty galloped two 
miles. Edna galloped with pony. Took Merry to 
the track for her first gallop, and found her 
quite nervous and inclined to fight while being 
stood-out after her gallop and before coming off 
the track. She has a twisting jump with a swing 
of her neck, and she unseated Mike, but he held 
to the reins until I arrived on Bill and held Merry 
while he remounted. This filly is one of those 
2-year-olds which has been trained alone, and 
has acquired some bad habits which I hope I 
can make her forget. It is always best to train 
horses in company, if possible, especially young 
stock. They either forget or fail to see about 
half of the “buggers” that they otherwise give 
their attention to. General, Mabyn, Steve, and 
King walked. 

An opportunity furnished by an express car 
going to Kentucky caused me to decide to send 
Glow back to the farm to be turned out until 
next spring. Jim also went along, and is destined 
for service with the United States Remount, 
where I hope he will prove a valuable sire. 

Entered Edna in a six-furlong race for tomor- 
row, and believe she will run well, as she seems 


good. 


SEPTEMBER 7. Devil breezed a half-mile in :522;, 
but cooled out sore. After the rain yesterday, 
the track was not worked, and was too hard on 
Devil's bad knee, as that seems to be what is 
hurting him this time. By the time this track 
gets fit to run horses over, I doubt whether I will 
have a sound one left. Jim, Kitty, King, and 
Merry galloped. The latter filly went two miles 
alongside Bill, and behaved somewhat better to- 
day. Edna galloped with pony. Mabyn walked. 
General took a day off from walking. 

Edna ran quite well, finishing fast, but failed 
to place. Race was run in 1:12 flat, which is 
quite good for 2-year-olds on this track. 


SEPTEMBER 8. King breezed a half-mile in :49, 
Steve a half-mile in :4945;, and Merry the same 
distance in :49%5 very easily. Kitty did three- 
eighths in :38. Devil, General, Mabyn, and Edna 
walked. 

SEPTEMBER 9. Hada very easy morning's work, 
as most of my now small stable worked yesterday, 
and earned a walk today. Only Merry and Edna 
galloped. King was supposed to have worked a 
good mile, but refused to try alone, and pulled up 
to 1:49. Unless I can find something to work 
with him, I don't see how I am to get him to the 
races. 


SEPTEMBER 10. Edna galloped and Kitty gal- 
loped with pony. Steve and Merry worked three- 
quarters mile together in 1:17, Steve going easily, 
and Merry tiring. King, Mabyn, General, and Devil 
walked. 

Mabyn’s ankle appears normal, but still has 


some fever in it, and will take several days more 
of nursing before she can gallop again. General 
must have taken on more than a hundred pounds, 
and appears to be growing rapidly. He certainly 
looks fine, and is walking soundly. Entered Edna 
to run tomorrow in a race she ought to win, 
judging by the conditions. 


SEPTEMBER 11. Edna and King galloped and 
Kitty galloped with pony. Others all walked. In 
the draw, Edna was thrown out of the race I 
entered her for today. Luck here is all bad, it 
seems. 


SEPTEMBER 12. More rain and mud. Between 
showers Kitty galloped, and Edna and King 
oreezed three-eighths in :42. Devil, General, 
Mabyn, Steve, and Merry walked. 

While listening to a broadcast of a local race 
the other afternoon, which was heard over a net- 
work of several stations, the disseminator of rac- 
ing information related that a twitch had been 
put on such and such a horse which had been mis- 
behaving at the starting gate. His next state- 
ment was: “You all Know what a twitch is. It 
isa rope that is twisted over the nostrils of a horse 
to shut eff his wind.”’ That is about as close to 
the truth as the public ever gets to the facts 
about racing, it seems. A twitch, for the benefit 
of the “experts,”’ is a tourniquet made by running 
a small loop of soft rope through a hole in the 
end ot a wooden handle. The twitch is used on 
a horse by inserting his upper lip through the 
loop of the rope, and then tightening the tourni- 
quet by twisting the handle. The upper lip of the 
horse is quite a tender nerve-center, and the pres- 
sure on it is such severe punishment that the 
horse often forgets everything else and will stand 
still, or obey any order of his handler, as long as 
the twitch is tight. The rope does not go over 
the horse's nostrils, and could not be used in 
any such manner. Imagine a horse standing for 
10 minutes or longer with his “wind cut off” by 
a twitch. They often are held by twitches for 
that length of time at the post and elsewhere. 

Most horses fail to run their race when twitches 
or tongs are put on them at the gate. A few 
horses, however, appear to forget them as soon 
as released, and run well. 

Twitches can also be attached to the lower lip 
of a horse, and quite often are put on the ear. 
The latter is a most barbarous practice, and only 
brutal men resort to it. I once had a stakes horse 
so treated at the gate, and his ear was pulled 
down so badly that it hung down. The ear had 
been cut almost through the skin at the base. The 
horse was so badly hurt that for more than two 
weeks he would not allow a bridle over his ears. 
I could have murdered the starter that afternoon. 

The use of twitches should be discouraged in 
racing. Many times I have sent to the post a horse 
good enough to win a race, only to have the starter 
order a twitch on him, and thus kill every chance 
I had. 
WAR ADMIRAL’S BEST WORK : 

Best workout for War Admiral since his in- 
jury in the Belmont Stakes came October 2, when

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NEW HAMPSHIRE 


ROCKINGHAM PARK 

HE program of October 2 completed the first 

half of Rockingham Park’s 24-day meeting, 
two stakes being featured on the card. Only other 
non-claiming event was a one-mile overnight han- 
Gicap for 4-year-olds and up. This was won by 
Mrs. L. Palladino’s Bubblesome, a _ 6-year-old 
gelding by Bubbling Over, bred by Marshall Field. 
No mid-week stakes is offe red this week, the only 
fixture of the week being the White Mountain 
Handicap, for 3-year-olds and up, at one mile, 
with $4,000 added. This event will be run Octo- 
ber 9. Thereafter there will be a $3,000 handicap 
on Columbus day for 2-year-olds, and a $5,000 
added handicap on closing day, October 16, for 3- 
year-olds and up at 11-16 miles. 

Financially the meeting continued to be suc- 
cessful. The second week, going ahead of the 
first on five of the six days, had a total pari- 
mutuel turnover of $1,594,120. The daily average 
of $265,687 was about $13,000 better than that of 
the first week. The daily average for the first 12 
days is $259,141, an advance of nearly $28,000 
daily over the corresponding period last fall. 

The immediate future of racing in New Eng- 
land is considerably in doubt. Horsemen cannot 
plan, with much confidence, to ship to Narragan- 
sett Park, since the license of that track is sus- 
pended at present, and the outcome of court fights 
against that suspension is unpredictable. But 
since Narragansett Park may open, either through 
victory or compromise, no other New England 
track is in a position to ask for dates, or to ask 
for stakes nominations, to cover the closing three 
weeks of the normal New England season. Mary- 
land tracks may profit by the uncertainty. 


BOLD TURK’S FOURTH STAKES 

A heavy track was at least partly responsible 
for the fact that but five 2-year-olds answered the 
bugle for the Maplewood Handicap ($2,500 added, 


2-year-olds, six furlongs) at Rockingham Park 
September 29. Two of these, Bold Turk (120) 
and Family Friend (120) were coupled as the

NEW YORK 


FROM BELMONT TO JAMAICA 

IGH point of the fall racing season in New 

York was reached on October 2, when the 
Belmont Park 15-day meeting closed, with the 
Grand National Steeplechase, Futurity, and 
Jockey Club Gold Cup on its last program. Rac- 
ing now moves to Jamaica for a 12-day stay, and 
on October 4 the first program, featured by the 
Belgrade Claiming Stakes, was offered. Count- 
ing this week, there are four remaining weeks in 
the New York season, as Empire City will also 
have a 12-day meeting after Jamaica closes. 

Principal development at Belmont Park was the 
2-year-old Menow, winner of the Champagne 
Stakes and Futurity. Now at the top of the list 
of money-winning 2-year-olds, Menow will have 
the New England Futurity (if it is run) and the 
Pimlico Futurity in which to justify his ranking. 
Among older horses there was no such straight- 
forward result. Firethorn’s victory in the Jockey 
Club Gold Cup was a return to the form which 
has made him a stakes winner in three previous 
seasons, but Count Stone’s score in the Manhattan 
Handicap, and Unfailing’s victory in the Law- 
rence Realization were quite unexpected, and both 
horses will have to do more before their successes 
are accepted at face value. 

The Matron Stakes made Merry Lassie’s posi- 
tion, as leading 2-year-old filly, almost unassail- 
able; in fact, the victory made only more secure 
a position already won. Those interested in 
steeplechasing saw a good development in Thomas 
Hitchcock’s Yemasee, winner of two steeplechase 
stakes this fall, but the By Hisself gelding was 
not experienced enough to turn back Sailor Be- 
ware in the Grand National, must wait a year if 
he is to gain top honors in his division.

The St. James gelding 
drew out to lead by two and a half lengths at 
the finish, with Yemasee holding a head margin 
over F. Ambrose Clark’s *London Town (145).

After Sun Beau and Pompey, Walter M. Jef- 
fords’ Firethorn ranks with the best of *Sun 
Briar’s numerous good sons. After stakes vic- 
tories at two, three, and four, Firethorn returned 
to the races this year in late August, attracted 
no particular attention by his first two per- 
formances. In his first, a one-mile event, he was 
unplaced; in the 1!2-mile Manhattan Handicap 
he was closing up at the end, finished third.

MENOW’S FUTURITY 

Standard topic of conversation on the Turf for 
some years has been the amazing success of Mrs. 
Ethel V. Mars’ Milky Way Farm. A galaxy of 
brilliant racers has come from the yearlings pur- 
chased at Saratoga by this stable, making Mrs. 
Mars leading owner in 1936, placing her very 
high on the 1937 list. But despite Mrs. Mars’ 
continued good fortune, the very best of the 
Turt’s prizes have eluded her. No Futurity, no 
Kentucky Derby, no Preakness, no Belmont 
Stakes appears on the long list of stakes her 
horses have won. A month ago it seemed that 
only the most surprising upturn of fortune could 
deny her this season's Belmont Futurity, run 
October 2. But the upturn came, consisting of 
the death of the stable’s chief reliance, Sky 
Larking, and the emergence from comparative 
obscurity of a colt which will now be rated the 
leader of the division. Sky Larking’s death 
would not have been enough, for Tiger proved 
himself capable of handling the other prominent 
juveniles; Menow’s performance was so _ bril- 
liant that it seemed likely that even had Sky 
Larking remained in contention, he might not 
have turned back the Headley racer. 


For Menow, more or less unconsidered until 
he won the Champagne Stakes two weeks earlier, 
did not merely defeat the other 11 colts which 
faced him. He covered the course in the fastest 
time 615 furlongs have ever been run by a 
horse, cut 1145 seconds from Pompoon’s track 
record, cut three-fifths of a second from Snark’s 
world record. Snark was running around a turn; 
on the other hand he was two years older, car- 
ried 10 pounds less. So since no other horse, 
regardless of age, had equaled or even closely 
approached Menow’s performance, it seemed 


illogical to suppose that Sky Larking, despite 
his undoubted class, could have done so. When 
the race was over Jockey Charley Kurtsinger, 
who rode War Admiral to his victories this 
season, who rushed Twenty Grand down the 
stretch to win the 1931 Kentucky Derby, and 
who rode Twenty Grand when he won the Ken- 
tucky Jockey Club Stakes in 1:36, fastest mile 
ever run by a 2-year-old, said Menow was the 
fastest colt he had ever ridden. 


There were 15 entries overnight for the richest 
2-year-old race of the season, but Quick Devil, 
Galapas, and Bull Lea were withdrawn, the latter 
because he had suffered a slight tendon injury. 
George Cassidy got a start in three minutes, 
and it was Bourbon King, stablemate of the 
winner, which rushed into the lead. Tiger was 
also outrun temporarily by his stablemate, 
Mountain Ridge. But neither Menow nor Tiger 
was ever far back, and after some _ three 
furlongs had been covered the *Pharamond II 
colt went to the front. Thereafter he had the 
race to himself, and drew out steadily to the 
finish, winning by four lengths. Tiger, starting 
a trifle later, seemed definitely beaten for second 
place by Belair Stud’s Fighting Fox (122) until 
the last few strides, but the *Sir Gallahad III colt 
tired just at the end and Tiger finished second by 
a head. A neck behind Fighting Fox, running a 
surprisingly good race, was Mountain Ridge. 
C. V. Whitney's Dauber was fifth, finishing well, 
and four lengths behind him was Bourbon King, 
swerving under punishment. The Chief, coupled 
with Dauber, was just behind him, and in front 
of the third Headley horse, Dah He. The maiden 
Magic Hour was ninth, followed by Redbreast, 
Pit Bull, and Great Union. 


Jockey Alfred Robertson entered a claim of 
foul immediately after the race, saying that 
Bourbon King had bothered Tiger three-sixteenths 
from the finish. But stewards threw out the 
protest with scant ceremony.

MENOW displayed high speed from the start and, 
racing straight, drew away and had speed in reserve at 
the end. TIGER was taken uder restraint when outrun, 
moved up gamely when placed under pressure, but was 
bothered by BOURBON KING in the final eighth. 
FIGHTING FOX, well up throughout, moved up when 
called upon in the final quarter, but hung at the finish. 
MOUNTAIN RIDGE, on the outside of the leaders 
throughout, had no mishaps. DAUBER finished well 
under urging at the end. BOURBON KING, a forward 
factor throughout, swerved slightly under urging at the 
end. THE CHIEF could not menace the leaders. DAH 
HE began slowly and closed some ground. MAGIC 
HOUR was slow to begin and failed to respond when 
called upon. REDBREAST had no excuses. PIT BULL 
and GREAT UNION were outrun. Scratched—Bull Lea, 
Quick Devil, Galapas. 

Menow has been one of the more lightly cam- 
paigned 2-year-olds of the season. In his first 
start, Washington Park June 9, he was second 
to Employer. In his next out, also in June, he won 
a maiden event. He was second to Tiger in the 
Washington Park Futurity, was seventh in the 
Arlington Futurity. He did not start again until 
the Champagne Stakes, on September 24, which 
he won easily after Sky Larking’s tragic acci- 
dent. In all he has started six times, won three 
races, finished twice second, once unplaced, and 
has earned $65,825, making him the leading 
mcney-winning 2-year-old of the season. Tiger, 


previously the leader, made his total $54. 85 by 
getting second money. Fighting Fox, nov win- 
ner of $15,675, continued his record of not being 
unplaced in his five starts. Mountain Riige, a 
$14,000 yearling, raised his earnings to $5,+40. 
Menow was foaled May 19, 1935, at Mr. Heaa- 
ley’s Beaumont Farm, Lexington, the fourin foal 


of a Headley-bred mare, Alcibiades. Mr. Headley, 
runs the story, while waiting for a train jn 
Chicago one day ast fall went into a movie 
theatre, saw an animated cartoon in which a 
cat, presumably lonesome, said ‘“‘meaow.” A tom- 


cat answered ‘“‘menow.”’ The tomcat’s pun stuck 
in Mr. Headley’s memory, supplied a name for 
the 1937 juvenile leader. (As Mr. Headley led in 
the Futurity winner last Saturday, the crowd 
meowed enthusiastically.) Almost as odd a 
chance gave his dam, Alcibiades, her name. One 
of Mr. Headley’s daughters, studying Greek 
history, playfully used the name when referring 
to a younger sister, Alice, and Mr. Headley gave 
the name to his Supremus filly. Alcibiades’ rac- 
ing and breeding record, with other pedigree par- 
ticulars, appeared in THE BLOOD-HORSE of Sep- 
tember 25, page 379. Alcibiades has no yearling, 
has a weanling filly by Man o’ War. She was not 
bred this year because she did not foal until 
June 2. (Menow himself was not foaled until 
May 19, 1935.) 

*Pharamond II, sire of the Futurity winner, 
stands at Mr. Headley’s Beaumont Farm, is 
cwned by Mr. Headley and C. J. Fitz Gerald, the 
former having a two-thirds interest. Menow’s 
victory raises his sire to third place, behind 
The Porter and Man o’ War, on the sire list, 
published elsewhere in this issue. 

The victory was the first in the Futurity for 
Charles Kurtsinger, one of the few experienced 
riders whom weight has allowed to remain in the 
saddle. But Kurtsinger has won two Kentucky 
Derbys (Twenty Grand and War Admiral), two 
Preakness Stakes (Head Play and War Admiral), 
two Belmont Stakes (Twenty Grand and War Ad- 
miral), and many other important American 
stakes. Louisville-born, he is 30 years old, weighs 
105 pounds, lives at Anchorage Ky. 

For Hal Price Headley the Futurity of 1937

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cessful connection with Thoroughbred racing 
and breeding. In connection with Mr. Fitz Gerald, 
he had imported the winner's sire from Europe. 
He had bred and raced Menow’s dam, which 
was by the home-bred Supremus. He had even 
supervised the racing education of Menow’'s 
trainer, Duval Headley, son of Hal Price Head- 
ley's brother George. 

Price Headley, as he is known to his friends, 
is a Kentucky horseman of the old school, of the 
sort whose knowledge of horses is the envy of 
all newcomers to the sport. The 1,760-acre farm 
he owns and cperates, on the outskirts of Lex- 
ington, was established by his father, the late 
Hal Pettit Headley, in 1880. The elder Headley 
bred many good Thoroughbreds at Beaumont, 
including Ornament. The son was educated at 
Princeton, but before he was out of knee pants he 
was buying and selling horses, and making money 
on them. For many years he has Leen an im- 
portant factor in racing. He usualiy has a large 
stable in training, and from 50 to a hundred 
mares at Beaumont producing recruits for the 
stable. Until the advent cf Whopper, Hollyrood, 
and Menow, his greatest successes had usually 
been scored by fillies, such as *Chacolet, Helen's 


Babe, Handy Mandy, Alcibiades, Technique. Mr. 
Headley was one of the group which brought 


about the establishment of the Saratoga year- 
ling sales, now an institution of the American 
Turf. He was the first president of the Thorough- 
bred Horse Association (from whose bulletin 
THE BLOOD-HORSE was an eventual development). 
He has been the main force in the creation of 
Keeneland, Lexington’s non-profit race track, and 
whenever he is at home he divides his time be- 
tween Beaumont and Keeneland. A _ tireless 
worker, with trip-hammer technique, he makes 
his associates keep step with him-—and do they 
puff! Besides being a Thoroughbred breeder, he 
is a successful farmer, and has various business 
interests, notably in the tobacco warehouse field. 
He has been twice married, has five daughters. 
The two youngest, Alice and Patricia, can ride 
a horse as well as Mr. Headley’s exercise boys.

QUESTIONNAIRE ON JOCKEYS 

The New York State Racing Commission last 
week issued to owners, trainers, and racing offi- 
cials a questionnaire in regard to apprentice al- 
lowances and to a general increase in weights. 
An accompanying letter reviewed the American 
jockey situation in comparison to that in England, 
made the points that the average age of Ameri- 
can jockeys was 18, of English jockeys, 25: that 
the American jockey’s average weight was 105 
pounds, the English rider’s was 115; that the 
American jockey has a riding life averaging be- 


tween two and three years, the English rider 
might expect to ride from 10 to 15 years. It a!so 
reviewed the apprentice rule presented at the 


August meeting of the N. A. S. R. C. by Chair- 
man Herbert Bayard Swope, chief provisions of 
which were: Apprentices may not ride for one 
year from the date of their appenticeship; may 
claim a 10-pound allowance in all overnight races 
until they have won 10 races; may claim a five- 
pound allowance for one year from the date of 
their first winner when riding for their contract 
employer only; may claim three pounds when rid- 
ing for their contract employer during the re- 
mainder of their apprenticeship.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 
MARYLAND 


LAUREL PARK 

AVRE DE GRACE closed on September 29, 

and Maryland had a two-day intermission 
before racing was resumed, at Laurel Park, on 
October 2. With the completion of the first two 
weeks of Maryland fall racing, the spotlight was 
definitely on the 3-year-old division. Havre de 
Grace's Potomac Handicap, of course, is a special 
for that age. But the $10,000 Havre de Grace 
Handicap went to the 38-year-old Eagle Pass, 
first of his age to win the event since Spinach 
won in 19380 from Sun Beau. And Laurel Park's 
first event, the Capital Handicap, raised to the 
highest value in its 19-year history, also went to 
a 33-year-old, the speedy Rough Time, which 


turned in the fastest time (1:11) ever recorded 
in the race, missed the track record only one- 
fifth of a second. Most of the better 3-year-olds 


in training seem to be on the Maryland circuit, 

Laurel Park's first program, in addition to the 
stakes feature, offered two other good races, 
One was for 2-year-olds, under allowance con- 
ditions, and went to Valdina Farm’s Teddy's 
Comet, which had been something of a disap- 
pointment in the Eastern Shore Handicap, 
Though the Teddy colt won, making a weight 
concession to all but one of his field, his victory 
was not a particularly impressive one, as he 
scored only by a nose in the relatively slow time 
of 1:13'5. An overnight handicap for a $1,500 
purse was offered for 3-year-olds and up at 
1 1-16 miles, victory falling to Millsdale Stable’s 
Giant Killer, a former W. M. Jeffords campaigner. 


EAGLE PASS GETS UP 

One of the more disappointing 3-year-olds of 
the season has been Valdina Farm's Eagle Pass. 
Far from a failure, Eagle Pass had won eight 
races and approximately $17,000, but the disap- 
pointment lay in the fact that the Night Flyer 
colt so frequently seemed on the verge of an im- 
portant victory that failed to materialize. He 
came with a terrific rush to be second in the 
Latonia Derby. He came from well back to be 
second, beaten a half-length, in the Classic. He 
was third, beaten three parts of a length, in the 
Potomac. In the Havre de Grace Handicap ($10,- 
000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1's miles) at 
Havre de Grace September 29, Eagle Pass (114)

Night 
Flyer is now at Mr. McCamey’s farm near Arling- 
ton, Texas, probably will make the 1938 season 
there. He has not sired another winner, has 
had but four foals of racing age (one in 
1932, three in 1934).

For several years Humphrey S. Finney, stud 
manager of Labrot and Company’s Holly Beach 
Farm at Annapolis, Md., has been turning out 
articles for magazines and newspapers in ad- 
dition to his work in connection with the Holly 
Beach Thoroughbreds. Lately it has become 
known that he has handed in his resignation 
(effective when his successor is named) at Holly 
Beach, with the intention of devoting the major 
part of his time to the Maryland Horse, which is 
to be expanded to include Virginia and Delaware. 
While no official announcement has been made, 
Russell Oakes wrote recently in Walter E. 
O’Hara’s Star-Tribune at Providence: 


From Maryland comes word that my old _ friend, 
Humphrey Finney, has resigned as stud manager at 
Labrot & Co.’s Holly Beach Farm, to become active 
managing editor of The Maryland Horse. This pub- 
lication is a monthly that until now has confined itself 
to coverage of Maryland’s activities in horse-breeding 
and racing. 

In recent months, William du Pont, Jr., one of the 
men who built Delaware Park, the race track opened 
this year near Wilmington, Del., became vitally in- 
terested in The Maryland Horse. and suggested that it 
branch out so as to cover breeding and racing in Vir- 
ginia and Delaware, as well as in Maryland. 

As I understand it, du Pont has agreed to underwrite 
The Maryland Horse. This gentleman is interested 
more deeply in breeding than he is in his racing stable 
and the race track he helped to build. He and members 
of his family maintain extensive breeding establish- 
ments in Virginia, and a hunts course as well. Du Pont 
himself owns the famous Fair Hills course, in Cecil 
County, Md. 

With The Maryland Horse, a magazine conceived in 
my own mind, expanded so as to cover Maryland, Vir- 
ginia and Delaware, it may in time rival THE Btoop- 
Horsk, published in Lexington, Ky. The latter maga- 
zine now is tops in its field. Chances are it will remain 
tops, for I doubt very seriously that The Maryland 
Horse, even in its expansion, will go in for all the 
departments of breeding and racing that are covered 
by THE BtLoop-Horse. 

The Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association, founder 
of The Maryland Horse, and du Pont could have 
searched far and wide without finding a better man 
than Finney to run the magazine. Since it was founded, 
a little more than a yvear ago, this able young English- 
born horseman has superintended publication and has 
edited much of the copy. In addition, he has sold 
advertising space, and helped with makeup. 


«ILLINOIS 


HAWTHORNE CLOSES 


CTOBER 2 marked the end of the 24-day 

meeting which began at Hawthorne on Labor 
Day, one of the most successful ventures of the 
Illinois season. On closing day it was announced 
that the pari-mutuel turnover was approximately 
$7,600,000 for the meeting, with a daily average 
of $316,666. This was reported as the highest 
daily average enjoyed by any of the Chicago 
tracks this season. (Arlington Park averaged 
$314,000.) Though Hawthorne offered good rac- 
ing and rather liberal stakes endowments for the 
latter part of the season, its distribution is con- 
siderably under that of Arlington Park or Wash- 


ington Park, so that Hawthorne was apparcatly 
a more profitable track this season than an, of 
the others. 

One of the principal features of the me« ing 
was the success of horses bred in South America, 
The principal stakes event, the Hawthorne ‘jold 
Cup ($15,000 added) went to the Chilean-pred 
*Sahri IT, and on closing day another invader, 
this time from the Argentine, won one of the two 
stakes offered. Others from South America won 
overnight races. 

Back-end of the Illinois season is at Sports- 
man’s Park, half-mile oval which opened October 
4 for a 24-day meeting. Purse minimums, which 
dropped to $800 in the Chicago district after Ar- 
lington Park’s meeting, fall to $600 at Sports- 
man’s Park, and no stakes events are offered 

Also in operation is Fairmount Park, drawing 
from East St. Louis and vicinity. October 2 was 
the twenty-fifth day of racing there, and the meet- 
ing, apparently successful, will close October 16. 


INVADER FROM ARGENTINE 

Success of the Chilean-bred *Caballero II and 
*Sahri II in North American Stakes may prove 
a magnet to draw other horses up from South 
America. At Hawthorne during the closing days 
of the meeting appeared *Cascabelito and *Sar- 
gazo, both from Argentina, owned by A. E. Silver. 
*Cascabelito won his first start, on September 27; 
*Sargazo out three days earlier, was beaten back 
to third place. One was entered in each of Haw- 
thorne’s two stakes on closing day, October 2. 
*Cascabelito, prominent for almost a mile, yielded 
in the last furlong to be fifth, but *Sargazo (111), 
victor in a bumping match with Mrs. A. M. 
Creech’s Reaping (116) near the head of the 
stretch, came on strongly to get up in the last 
strides to defeat Reaping’s stablemate, Miss Dol- 
phin (3-y-o, 110), by a head. This was in the 
John C. Schank Memorial Handicap ($2,500 
added, 3-year-olds and up, six furlongs). A neck 
farther back was G. Watts’ Silverette (116). 
Reaping, slow to recover from the bumping, was 
going fastest at the end, was fourth, a length 
farther back. Bien Fait (111) and Transmutable

After C. E. Davison’s Our Count had won the 
Illinois Owners’ Handicap on September 25, he 
had his colors lowered in an overnight handicap 
on September 28 by F. Abbate’s Prince Torch, 
when he was giving the Torchilla gelding three 
pounds. When the two came up for the Hawthorne 
Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 
1-16 miles) on October 2, Hawthorne patrons 
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picked the Argentine-bred *Cascabelito (121) to 
peat both. As the field turned into the stretch 
there was a close struggle among the favorite, 
which had been prominent all the way, Our Count 
(115), and Prince Torch (116), both of which 
had come up from behind.

ICHARD POLLARD, Negro trainer for Mr.

stimulating the filly Stage Beauty, which won at 
the Salem track September 23. A Saliva specimen 
taken from the *Strolling Player filly showed 
traces of caffeine, the chemist’s report said, and 
Pollard and all horses in his charge were sus- 
pender and the case referred to the New Hamp- 
shire Racing Commission. In addition to the sus- 
pension which the commission may impose, under 
recent New Hampshire law the offense, if proved, 
may draw a punishment of a fine up to $5,000, 
imprisonment up to three years, or both. Later 
in the afternoon on which the suspension was an- 
nounced, Mr. Shaw engaged Trainer George Clem- 
ents to take over his horses and those owned by 
Mrs. Shaw. Approval of the new trainer auto- 
matically reinstates the horses.

A chemist’s analysis of saliva taken from the 
horse Plain Ben, which finished second in a race 
at Woodbine Park September 29, having indicated 
stimulation, Trainer J. H. Black, Jr., has been sus- 
pended, pending the next meeting of the Incorpo- 
rated Canadian Racing Associations. The horse 
also was suspended. 


OHIO 
RIVER DOWNS 


AST week operators of River Downs attempt- 

ed, with scant success, to get Cincinnati au- 
thorities to close handbook establishments, ex- 
plaining that the track was on the way to a $90,000 
loss for the meeting, blaming handbooks for lack 
of patronage. Mayors of municipalities in the 
Cincinnati district spoke ponderously of their will- 
ingness to join in a move to close up gambling on 
a 365-days-a-year basis, refused to make any ef- 
fort to give the track the protection to which its 
license more or less entitles it. 

From other than financial aspects, racing at the 
Cincinnati track was satisfactory enough. The 
track got good weather throughout the week, has 
plenty of horses to keep its fields well filled. Dixi- 
ana had something of a celebration on the Satur- 
day program, missing a triple only because one 
horse which finished first was disqualified and 
placed third. But even so Dixiana got two wins, 
including the $2,500 added stakes, and two thirds, 
from six starters. Last race on the day’s card 
was at 2 1-16 miles, the odd sixteenth being added 
to prevent having the start too close to the first 
turn. The winner, over nine other starters, was 
E. A. Bischoff’s Kievs Pennant. 


DIXIANA HAS FIELD DAY 

Charles T. Fisher’s Dixiana had one of its 
eccasional highly successful afternoons at River 
Downs October 2. First starter under the Dixiana 
silks was Fly Time, a 2-year-old which was un- 
placed. Next was Tartarus, which won the fourth 
race but was disqualified and placed third for 
carrying the field wide into the stretch. But after 
these reverses, the stable came on strongly. The 
2-year-old King’s Heir won the fifth race, and in 
the sixth, the Western Hills Handicap ($2,500 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles), the 
Dixiana entry finished first and third.

KENTUCKY 


KEENELAND OPENS 

FIELD of between eight and 10 horses ap- 

peared probable for the running of the 
Keen Handicap, $2,500 added six-furlong sprint 
for 3-year-olds and up which was scheduled as 
the feature race on Thursday of this week, open- 
ing day of Keeneland’s nine-day autumn meeting. 
Included in the field were expected to be French 
Lick Spring Stable’s Marica, H. P. Headley’s 
Fraidy Cat, Tall Trees Stable’s Navarre, Corsi- 
cana Stable’s Bay Bubble, Valdina Farms Stable’s 
Sir Emerson, and others. Horses began arriving 
in large numbers at the Lexington plant early 
this week after horsemen had felt some concern 
over the small number training there. Track 
Superintendent W. T. Bishop said stalls had 
been bedded down for sufficient horses to raise 
the total to 400 on the eve of the opening. That 
number, he added, will be increased before the 
end of the current week. Rain over the week-end 
freshened up the Keeneland plant considerably, 
and the setting was lovely. On Saturday of this 
week, the track offers the Ashland Stakes, a 
test of one and one-sixteenth miles for fillies and 
mares exclusively, 3-year-olds and up. The added 
money is $2,500. Practically the entire official 
family had assembled early this week, and every- 
thing was in readiness for the opening. 

A great many of the races on the Keeneland 
fall meeting have been named for central Ken- 
tucky horse nurseries. Leslie Combs II, who re- 
cently established Spendthrift Farm near Lex- 
ington, announced this week he would present a 
silver julep cup to the owner who wins the 
race on the seventh day named in honor of his 
farm. Other farm owners were contemplating 
similar prizes to the winning owners of races 
named for their respective establishments.

ing and racing. The tentative program was out- 
lined at a committee meeting early this week and 
was to be finally approved at a luncheon of the 
club at the Keeneland race course Saturday. 
The program will include “Kentucky's Greetings” 
by Governor A. B. Chandler, “The Fair Play 
Line” by John L. Hervey (Salvator), introduction 
of former guests of honor, introduction of Mr. 
Riddle by former U. S. Senator Johnson N. Cam- 
den, address by Mr. Riddle, presentation of the 
life membership pin and scroll by President 
Daniel B. Midkiff. The program also will include 
a number of preliminary events including “An 
Interview With Man o’ War" by Niel Plurhmer, 
“There Ain’t But One Man o’ War” by Will 
Harbut, Negro groom of the noted sire, and a 
poem by J. A. Estes, editor of THE BLOOD-HORSE. 


GRAND JURY CONSIDERS DOGS 


With no indication that he considered there was 
anything amusing about the business, Judge A. 
M. Caldwell on October 4 instructed the Compbell 
County Grand Jury to make a through investiga- 
tion of last summer's dog racing (operated part 
of the time under protection of court injunction) 
at Tacoma Park, which he called a “clear viola- 
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tion of the gaming laws of the State.” Judge 
Caldwell mentioned that he was on vacation and 
out of the State when the dog racing was per- 
mitted.

Lexington sales arenas, is confined to his 
home in New York with an illness which will 
prevent him from attending the Fall Sales at 
Lexington, beginning next Monday, October 11.

B. Cromwell, will be in charge of the sales, and 
George B. (Brownie) Leach, of THE BLoop HORSE, 
will take Mr. Tranter’s place in the auctioneer’s

WINNERS AMONG AUCTIONED YEARLINGS 

During the year 1936 there were 882 Thorough- 
bred yearlings sold by public auction, according 
to reports published in THE BLOOD-HORSE. During 
1937, through the racing of September 30, 252 of 
these, or 28.5 per cent, had won races, including 
17 stakes winners. 

At Saratoga in August, 1936, there were sold 
467 yearlings, of which 137, or 29.3 per cent, have 
won, including 14 stakes winners: Sky Larking, 
Pit Bull, Huskie Boy, Tiger, Chic Maud, Spillway, 
Stephen Jay, Now Then, Perpetuate, Chaps, Well 
Rewarded, Maetall, Teddy’s Comet, Bigey. 

At Lexington in October, 1936, there were sold 
348 yearlings, of which 103, or 29.6 per cent, have 
won, including three stakes winners: Cross Keys, 
Oddesa Helen, Bunny Baby. 

At other sales than Saratoga and Lexington 
there were sold last year 73 yearlings, of which 
15, or 20 per cent, have won. 

Actually the number of yearling sales at auc- 
tion in America last year was 892, but 10 year- 
lings were sold twice. The above figures are cor- 
rected to account for resales. 


RHODE ISLAND 


PLAIN LIAR 
AST week Walter O’Hara, in the Rhode Island 
Star-Tribune, called Gov. Robert E. Quinn a 
liar a few times, omitted qualifying adjectives, 
provoked no new libel suits. Principal reason for 
this brief form of rebuttal was a number of state- 
ments presumably made by Governor Quinn, in- 
cluding one that the Star-Tribune was rapidly 
approaching bankruptcy, and that it had tried to 
“shake down” various merchants, and one that 
O’Hara had been “driven out’’ of Massachusetts. 
But aside from these amenities, the Rhode 
Island situation was fairly quiet last week, so 
quiet in fact that on one occasion other news 
drove it from the front page of O’Hara’s paper. 
At the end of the week, Governor Quinn was 
reiterating his statement that he would not com- 
promise the case, that O’Hara must leave if 
Narragansett Park is to reopen. O'Hara, at the 
Same time, was apparently determined to remain. 
Meanwhile an appeal, directed against the Racing 
Commission's action in suspending the track’s 
license, is pending in the Rhode Island Supreme 
Court. 
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C. V. WHITNEY RETIRES 


N October 3 Cornelius Vanderbilt Whitney, 

of the third generation of the racing Whit- 
neys, announced that he would retire from 
racing at the end of the 1937 season. He stated 
that lack of time to devote to racing was the 
reason for his action, and that disappearance of 
“Eton blue, brown cap" from the racing scene 
was not necessarily per- 
manent. 

Eight yearling fillies 
from the C. V. Whitney 
farm at Lexington have 
already been consigned to 
the fall sales in October. 
Other yearlings are to be 
sold privately during the 
fall. Horses in the racing 
string now in training will 
be sold at the conclusion 
of the Maryland season, 
probably about Thanksgiv- 
ing, including Black Look, 
Piccolo, Roustabout, Pep- 
lum, Ptolemy, Cravat, 
Dauber, The Chief, Dres- 
sage, Handcuff, Trade, 
Xavier, Tatterdemalion, 
Percent, Candle Ends, Post 
Meridian, Fly Catcher, 
Fly Swatter, and Dunsany. 

Although retiring from active interest in 
racing, Mr. Whitney will keep some connection 
with the sport. The string of steeplechasers 
owned by his wife, who races as Gwladys Whit- 
ney, will continue in training, and Mr. Whitney’s 
pesition as one of the larger stockholders in the 
Westchester Racing Association (Belmont Park) 
will remain unchanged. He will also, it is un- 
derstood, retain his membership in The Jockey 
Club. A possible factor in his retirement, his 
interest in polo, will also continue. Mr. Whitney 
plays No. 4 on the Old Westbury team which 
wen the open championship this year and on 
October 3 won the Waterbury Cup. 

News of Mr. Whitney's retirement did not come 
wholly as a surprise, since there have been 
rumors for several years that he was consider- 
ing such a step. Trainer T. J. Healey, veteran 
trainer of the Whitney horses, had announced 
his own retirement earlier in the season. It is 
now intended that breeding operations at the 
Whitney Farm, where Equipoise, *“Chicle, Which- 
one, Peace Chance, and others are in stud, will 
be continued, with the yearlings intended for 
the Saratoga market. One lot of yearlings, com- 
prising about half the crop, were sold there in 
1936. 

C. V. Whitney is a grandson of William Collins 
Whitney, who founded the racing dynasty in 
1895, while he was Secretary of the Navy in the 
Cleveland cabinet. W. C. Whitney was a powerful 
force in racing about the turn of the century, 
was a principal factor in bringing Saratoga to 
its present eminence. In 1903 he was leading 
American owner. In 1904 he died, and his racing 
stable passed to his sons, of whom Harry Payne 
Whitney was the more prominent on the Turf, 
his name leading the list of owners in 1913, 1920, 
1924, 1926, 1927, and 1929. Harry Payne Whitney 
died in 1930, and his stable passed to his son, 
C. V. Whitney, with the 2-year-old Equipoise in- 
cluded in the string. C. V. Whitney led the 
Owners’ list from 1930 to 1933 inclusive (the 
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Whitney horses set a three-year record by earn- 
ing $1,171,577 from 1928-1930 inclusive), was 
second in 1934, third in 1935, ninth last season. 
Left on the Turf, of this famous racing family, 
are Mrs. Payne Whitney (Greentree Stable), an 
aunt of C. V. Whitney; her son J. H. Whitney, 
who already breeds a larger number of horses 
than his cousin; and her daughter, Mrs. Charles 
Payson, who, together with Mrs. Thomas I. 
Laughlin, races under the name of the Man- 
hasset Stable. 


DEAD HEATS 


FTER three horses dead-heated for second 

place at River Downs September 22, numer- 
ous newspapers reported that it was the first 
triple dead heat in racing history. 

In the Great Eclipse Stakes, for 2-year-olds, at 
Morris Park Saturday, June 6, 1891, the winner 
was Marcus Daly’s Tammany, and three horses, 
Hell Gate, Dagonet, and Osric, finished in a dead 
heat for second place, two lengths behind the win- 
ner. There was no run-off; second and third mon- 
ey was divided evenly among the three. THE 
BLOOD-HORSE finds no record of another triple 
dead heat in American racing. 


But in England triple dead heats are more com- 
mon. One of the best remembered of these was 
at the Lewes summer meeting of 1880, when 
Sccbell, Wandering Nun, and Mazurka (gran- 
dam of Peter Pan) ran a dead heat for first place 
in the Astley Stakes, with Thora and Cumber- 
land just behind them in another dead heat. In 
the Cesarewitch of 1857 El Hakim, Queen Bess, 
and the American-bred Prioress dead-heated for 
first place, and the run-off was won by Prioress. 
Several other three-way dead heats have been run 
in England in lesser events. There was one in 1925 
at Folkestone, the principals being Breezy Heath- 
er, Golden Book, and Rocos; one in 1924, among 
Hope Deferred, Vaddy, and Buddha; and one in 
1923, with Marvex, Dumas, and Dinkle as the 
participants. There was still another at the San- 
down Park meeting in April, 1915. 

But English racing records include one dead 
heat positively unique. In 1855 Newmarket saw 
a four-horse dead heat for first place in a five- 
horse race, with Overreach, The Unexpected, 
Gamester, and Lady Golightly in on the finish. 
Overreach won the run-off, in which the four 
horses finished well lapped. 

In the Surbiton Handicap at Sandown Park in 
1888, Deuce of Clubs and Sea Song ran a dead 
heat. In the run-off there was another tie, and on 
the second run-off Deuce of Clubs won by a neck. 
American racing tops that one with the story of 
Milton H. Sanford’s 5-yearold Bingaman and J. 
F. Wilson and Company’s Mart Jordan a 3-year- 
old. At the fall meeting at Prospect Park ( Brook- 
lyn) in 1873, on September 11, in the first race, at 
134 miles, the two finished together for the race, 
and two run-offs found them dead heating each 
time. On the fourth set-to Bingaman succeeded in 
beating the 3-year-old a length for the $300 first 
money. 

Australia has in its Turf records a dead heat 
for which no parallel exists. In the 114-mile 
Moorefield Handicap, at Moorefield, New South 
Wales, Saturday, October 17, 1903, Highfiyer, 
Barindi, and Loch Lochie were tied for first place, 
and the run-off was also declared a three-way 
dead heat. The purse was divided without a 
further test. 
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STUD NEWS 


DEATH OF DISCOVERY’S DAM 
HE most valuable broodmare at Walter J. 
Salmon’s Mereworth Stud, Lexington, was 
Ariadne, dam of Discovery. Since that horse be- 


came famous Ariadne’s produce has been much 
sought after. Last year a yearling sister to 


Discovery brought $8,700, and this year a brother 
was sold for $20,000. There is now another 
brother to Discovery among the weanlings at 
Mereworth. 

But Ariadne will make no further contributions 
to Mereworth’s prosperity. Early last Friday 
morning, October 1, she died. Pneumonia was 
assigned as the cause of her death by Dr. R. H. 
Bardwell, manager of the farm. 

Ariadne was a brown mare by *Light Brigade 
out of Adrienne, by His Majesty, second dam the 
good producer Adriana, by Hamburg. As a racer 
she was very much of a failure, finishing unplaced 
in four starts at two. All four races were on 
Canadian courses, and three of them were low- 
priced claiming affairs. At three she was retired 
for breeding, and at four she produced her first 
foal, Aeraway, a non-winner, by *Waygood. Dis- 
covery, by Display, was the second. He won 
$195,287, and to date is the only winner produced 
by Ariadne, though she has had four other foals 
to reach racing age. 


MAD HATTER DEAD A YEAR 

In December, 1935, the stallion Mad Hatter was 
shipped from the C. V. Whitney farm at Lexing- 
ton to a farm owned by Mrs. C. V. Whitney at 
Coatesville, Pa. Nothing more was heard of the 
horse. Recently THE BLOOD-HORSE made inquiry 
and was informed, through the New York offices 
of Mr. Whitney, that Mad Hatter was destroyed 
at Unionville, Pa., September 26, 1936. 

Mad Hatter was one of the numerous first- 
class race horses bred by Major August Belmont. 
Foaled in 1916, he was by Fair Play out of Mad- 
cap, by *Rock Sand, and was a brother to the 
top-class stakes winner Mad Play. He won 
through seven seasons of racing, captured numer- 
ous stakes events, and earned a total of $194,525. 
He won at distances from six furlongs to two 
miles, was acknowledged one of the best of his 
time. After he finished racing in 1924 he was 
sold by the Rancocas Stable to Harry Payne Whit- 
ney, who retired him for stud service. 

The first foals by Mad Hatter came to races 
in 1928. Beginning in 1929 he was among the 20 
leading sires for four successive years, but the 
earnings of his get declined in the following years, 
and in 1935 he was put out of the Whitney stud 
and sent to Pennsylvania to spend his last days 
siring hunter stock. Among his get were The Nut, 
Caterwaul, Snowflake, Mad Frump, The Bull, 
Zelide, Mad Pursuit. Through 1936 Mad Hatter 
had had 174 foals to reach racing age. Those 
which started had won 506 races and earned 
$799,162, an average of $4,593 a foal. The 16 2- 
year-olds in his 1935 crop of foals include four 
winners to date, among them the stakes winner 
Dixieland. 


REMOUNT PURCHASES 

Lieut.-Col. Edwin N. Hardy, in charge of the 
Lexington remount area, purchased four stallions 
at Belmont Park September 28, consigned them 
to the Remount Depot at Front Royal, Va. The 
four are Bet A Million (North Star III—Bit o’ 
Love, by *Light Brigade), Creeper (*North Star 
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ARIADNE, dam of Discovery, died last Friday 
at Mereworth Stud. The above photograph was 
made in 1936 when her Display foal, sold this year 
for $20,000, was a week old. 


III—Crimson Rambler,, by Pebbles), 
Chancery (Warden of the Marches—Alimony, by 
Son-in-Law), and Vez (Zev—Sabine, by Pur- 
chase). Lieutenant-Colonel Hardy also purchased, 
on September 18, an Arabian stallion, Kolastra, 
from J. M. Dickinson, Nashville, Tenn. This stal- 
lion is still at the Remount Headquarters, Lex- 
ington.

DISMISSAL OF CHARGES 

Since last winter, more or less unnoted by East- 
ern observers, a rather bitter battle has been 
waged by various forces against the California 
Horse Racing Board. One of these forces was 
Norman W. Church, his complaint being based on 
the handling of the “Proclivity case” last winter. 
Last week charges of favoritism filed by Mr. 
Church against the board were dismissed by Gov- 
ernor Merriam. On October 1 Mr. Church an- 
nounced that he would not race again in Cali- 
fornia under the present racing organization. 
ELEVEN MAYORS 

Mayors of Hamilton County municipalities met 
with Sheriff George A. Lutz October 2, announced 
themselves willing to join in a movement to elimi- 
nate handbooks in the Cincinnati district, an- 
nounced themselves opposed to any attempt to 
shut them up merely for the 37-day River Downs 
meeting. 


FIGHTING FOX RETIRES 

Trained James Fitzsimmons said October 4 that 
Fighting Fox, 2-year-old stakes winner which has 
not been unplaced this season, had been retired 
for the season. He will be brought back to train- 
ing next spring. According to his trainer, Fight- 
ing Fox, third in the Futurity, is better than 
either Gallant Fox or Omaha was at the same age. 


UNITED Hunts Racing Association has added 110 
new members, including 10 women, to its mem- 
bership, it was announced last week by Secretary 
Lewis E. Waring. The association's one-day 
meeting will be held November 2 at Belmont Park. 
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ENGLISH TURF TOPICS - 


Merry Mathew’s Defeat 

September 20.—-Trainers have said 
goodbye for this season to the troubles that 

the hard going brings in its train. We had copicus 

rains last week, and it is virtually certain that 

from now until the end of the campaign on No- 

vember 27 the galloping will be good, if not heavy. 

Luckily, the weather was bright for the three- 
day meeting at Avr September 15-16-17, and this 
enjoyable gathering, the most important fixture 
of the year in Scotland, was an unqualified suc- 
cess from every point of view. In the main, the 
handicaps provided the most important racing, 
but one of the weight-for-age events, the Scottish 
Derby, run over 11 furlongs, was of particular 
interest. The field stopped short at four—the 
Yorkshire-trained champion Merry Mathew, on 
which slight odds were laid; H. H. Aga Khan's 
St. Leger disappointment, Sultan Mahomed; Sir 
Charles Hyde’s Ascot handicap winner, Azam 
Pasha; and the unconsidered Vergillius, a colt 
which has done nothing to justify the big price 
that Sir Abe Bailey paid for him last year. 

The result of the race showed that those who 
had the idea that Merry Mathew was the best 
colt of his age, and that he would have won the 
classics had he been entered, were wrong. Sul- 
tan Mahomed, which hadn't finished in the first 
10 of the Doncaster Leger the previous week, 
fairly defeated the Northern colt, which was con- 
ceding eight pounds, by three parts of a length, 
with Azam Pasha five lengths away third. No 
doubt Merry Mathew was flattered by his Liver- 
pool, Chester, and York victories in the spring. 
When we look back on the form, we see that 
the son of Truculent did not beat much: none 
of his victims made the slightest show in Derby 
or St. Leger. However, 1 believe that the Mid- 
dleham stable connections still regard him as a 
top-notcher, and he is to bid for the 2,000-sov- 
ereign Aintree Derby, a new race that is to be 
run at the Liverpool meeting November 10. This 
Aintree Derby promises to provide the final dust- 
up among our classic colts, for I understand 
that Fair Copy, Mid-day Sun, Sultan Mahomed, 
and Chulmleigh are likely to figure among the 
entries. Meantime, Chulmleigh is to run for the

Daytona’s Luck Turns 


HIEF of the handicaps at last week’s Scottish 
meeting was the Ayr Gold Cup, a six-furlong 
affair for which most of the crack sprinters which 
had been in opposition for the Goodwood Stew- 
ards’ Cup and the Coronation Handicap at Don- 
caster renewed their rivalry. The acknowledged 
speed merchants were all beaten by Sir George 
Buliough’s chestnut 4-year-old Daytona, a son of 
Fairway which has been tantalizingly unlucky 
since his 2-year-old days. He went through last 
season without a win and in six attempts this 
term he had been four times second and once 
third. Despite the evidence of his good battle 
with Dan Bulger in last year’s Cambridgeshire, 
it seems that Daytona’s best distance is some- 
thing under a mile, and now that he has incurred 
a small penalty, bringing his weight up to 127 
in the big handicap at Newmarket, I shall take 
the liberty of leaving him out of my calculations 
when I come to sum up the race. 
Respectively second and third in the Ayr Gold 
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Cup were those consistent sprinters Mickey the 
Greek and The Drummer. Ipsden was fourth, 
Contellate next and Wyndham sixth of 19. Veuve 
Clicquot, which started favorite and finished ninth, 
is in the same stable as Daytona. It seems that 
the filly has had enough racing, and I expect she 
will now be retired to the stud that her owner, 
Sir John Jarvis, is forming. 

We saw a number of events that had a direct 
bearing on the big autumn double, none more in- 
teresting than the Caledonian Hunt Cup (1°%s 
miles) in which Near Relation staged a winning 
come-hack. Sir Alfred Butt’s gelding had not 
got his head in front since he won the Cesarewitch 
in 1935, and in 10 subsequent outings the only 
time he had been placed was when second, beaten 
a neck, to Fet for last year’s Cesarewitch. We 
had begun to think he was a back number, but 
this Ayr victory clearly indicates that he will 
again be a force to be reckoned with in the big 
Newmarket affair. He won cleverly from Lord 
Derby's 38-year-old Correa, with that good horse 
Columcille a moderate third and Sea Bequest 
among the unplaced. If Columcille was repro- 
ducing the form he showed at Doncaster, then 
Near Relation’s success was highly meritorious. 
No horse has ever won the Cesarewitch twice, 
and because of this fact it is thought that the 
severe test takes all the stuffing out of a winner. 
Bui Near Relation, a son of Son-in-Law, has 
been within an ace of setting up a record, and 
is now presented as holding a very bright chance 
in a third celebration. 

One other race at Ayr had a slight bearing on 
the Cesarewitch—the West of Scotland Trial Han- 
dicap (2', miles). There were seven runners and 
James Rank'’s 5-year-old Scandal (by Bulger), 
which is not in the Newmarket race, won easily 
from the Achtoi filly, Prudent Act, with Lord 
Derby's 9-year-old Guiscard third, Cartown fourth, 
and Marula, Negrier, and Nectar II behind. Pru- 
dent Act and Cartown are in the Cesarewitch. 
Scandal should be able to tell trainer Noel Can- 
non all he wants to know about the Newmarket 
prospects of the stable companion, Epigram. 

The best Cambridgeshire trial was the Ayrshire 
Handicap (1%, miles), which the Northern-trained 
Rashiegrain won by a length and a half from 
Edgehill, with Axle-Tree a head away third, and 
a useful company, including St. Magnus, in the 
rear. Rashiegrain is not in the Cambridgeshire, 
but the second and third hold the engagement, 
and I was particularly impressed with the good 
show of Edgehill. It will not surprise me if this 
4-year-old son of Bosworth, owned by Lord Rose- 
bery, is preferred to stable companions Daytona, 
The Hour, Phakos, and Bonspiel in the big race 
on October 13. 

THE 1938 running of the Brown Riband of Ger- 
many has been set for July 31 at Munich-Riem. 
The race will be worth 100,000 marks, of which 
70,000 marks will go to the winner.

Coldstream, High Quest 


r. view of the current popularity of the *Teddy 
line and the current difficutly of obtaining 
the services of *Sir Gallahad III and *Bull Dog, 
it appears likely that many of the visitors in 
Lexington for the fall sales and the Keeneland 
race meeting will be making visits to Coldstream 
Farm for a look at Coldstream, and to Blue 
Grass Heights Stock Farm to see High Quest. 
Both are by tep-class sons of *Teddy, both are 
out of mares by great American sires, and both 
have splendid female lines. Both were exceptional 
race horses. 

Coldstream, whose photograph is on the front 
cover of this issue, made his first stud season 
this year, but was bred to only a few mares. 
His sire, *Bull Dog, brother to *Sir Gallahad ITI, 
has had remarkable success, as no less than 22 
per cent of his feals of racing age are stakes 
winners. Coldstream was a horse of exceptional 
speed, and his powerful physique indicates that 
he will transmit that invaluable quality to his 
get. He is out of the Sweep mare Nimble Hoof, 
and the quality of sturdiness of his maternal 
grandsire is marked in his appearance. He goes 
back through Dolly Higgins, Frances McClelland, 
Sallie McClelland, and other noted producers to 
Maggie B. B. 

High Quest, owned by Mrs. Dodge Sloane, is 
being transferred this week from Brookmeade 
Farm in Virginia to Horace N, Davis’ Blue Grass 
Heights Stock Farm, on the Old Frankfort Pike, 
a few miles from Lexington and near Col. E. R. 
Bradley’s Idle Hour Stock Farm. As one of the 
highest-class and best-bred sons of *Sir Galla- 
had III, he is sure to attract much attention. 
He is out of Etoile Filante, a Fair Play mare 
which has also produced the Pimlico Futurity 
and Selima Stakes winner Fair Star as well 
as other good ones, including Evening Shadow, 
a *Bull Dog filly which is a 1937 stakes winner. 
Etoile Filante is a sister to Chatterton, leading 
sire in 1932. Her family, established in America 
by Clarence Mackay’s importation of *Chickara, 
the third dam of High Quest, has been a most 
successful one. 

Saumur or Soukaras 
N the pedigree of Ajax, sire of *Teddy, and 


of “Adam, brother to Ajax, the name of Clam- 
art appears as sire of Amie, dam of Ajax and 


‘Adam. Stallion registers published in France, 
England, and America, including THE BLoop- 


HORSE Stallion Register and Mating Book, give 
Clamart’s pedigree as follows: By Saumur out 
of Princess Catherine, by *Prince Charlie. The 
French Stud Book whenever it lists Clamart as 
a sire, gives the same breeding. But Volume 9 of 
the French Stud Book, in the first official mention 
of the horse (he was foaled in 1888), under the 
name of his dam, says that he is by Saumur or 
Soukaras. This “Saumur or Soukaras” breeding 
is accepted in Friedrich Becker's family tables 
and in the male line and female line tables issued 
five years ago under the sponsorship of the 
Polish Jockey Club. The Polish Jockey Club 
tables trace Clamart’s male line back through 
Soukaras, Faublas, Orphelin, Fitz Gladiator, 
Gladiator, Partisan, Walton, Sir Peter Teazle, 
Highfiyer, Herod. If Saumur is accepted as 
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Clamart’s sire, the male line goes back thr: ugh 
Saumur, Dollar, The Flying Dutchman, Bay (lid- 
dleton, Sultan, Selim, *Buzzard, Woodpecker, 
Herod. 

There is no internal evidence in the pedigree of 
Clamart which would determine his paternity. 
He was a chestnut horse, and his dam, Princess 
Catherine, was a chestnut. Now, Soukaras was a 
chestnut, and Saumur was a brown. But Saumur 
was not a pure dominant; he sired a number of 
chestnuts, and therefore could have been the sire 
of Clamart, as far as coat color gives any testi- 
mony. 

The French Stud Book, in dropping Soukaras out 
of consideration in connection with the pedigree 
of Clamart, does so without explanation, or at 
least I have been unable to find any note which 
would clarify the matter. Perhaps some reader of 
THE BLOOD-HORSE will do so.

FRANCE’S GREAT MARE 

HE BLOOD-HORSE of September 18 reported 

Corrida’s triumph in the Grand International 
d’Ostende for the second year in succession, 
stated that the daughter of Coronach and Zariba 
had become the second greatest money-winning 
mare in French racing history. Since then Cor- 
rida has won two more rich prizes and now, 
although exact figures on her earnings are not 
available, it appears certain that she has gained a 
larger aggregate of winning than any other 
French mare. 

On Sunday, September 19, Corrida won the 
Grand Prize of the Capital of the Reich, a rich 
new race instituted at the Hoppegarten course, 
Berlin, with a value of approximately $40,000 at 
current exchange rates. The race was at 1}, 
miles. Jockey Elliott kept her behind the pace 
through most of the distance, went to the front 
in the last sixteenth. The German Sturmvogel was 
second and the Italian Amerina, winner of the 
Italian One Thousand Guineas and Oaks this sea- 
son, was third. The 1937 German Derby winner 
Abendfrieden was fourth. Vatellor and Cousine, 
other French contenders, were unplaced. 

Last Sunday, October 3, Corrida won, for the 
second year in succession, the Prix de l’Arc de 
Triomphe, most valuable event of the fall racing 
season near Paris, with a value of about $34,000. 
At the end of the 2,400 meters (about 11', miles) 
the 5-year-old mare was an easy winner. Baron 
Edouard de Rothschild’s Tonnelle and Mousson 
took second and third respectively. 

The American Racing Manual estimates the 
earnings of the noted French mare La Camargo 
at $176,768. Corrida has raced during years when 
the franc’s value has danced vigorously to the 
music of international financial competition, and 
it is not easy to give her earnings in American 
money. But to the end of 1936 she had earned 2,- 
502,830 francs, which probably approximates 
$125,000. Her earnings this year are apparently 
enough to put her well above La Camargo’s total. 

Corrida is a 5-year-old chestnut mare by Coro- 
nach (son of Hurry On) out of the famous mare 
Zariba, by Sardanapale out of St. Lucre, by St. 
Serf, third dam *Fairy Gold, dam of Fair Play 
and Friar Rock.

i Futurity victory of Menow last Saturday 
moved *“Pharamond II from seventh to third 
place on the list of leading sires, and as Menow 
holds engagements in the New England Futurity 
and Pimlico Futurity, his sire now represents a 
definite threat to the lead held through most 
of the season by John Hay Whitney’s The Porter. 
*Pharamond II, brother to last year’s leading 
sire, Joseph E. Widener’s *Sickle, stands at Hal 
Price Headley’s Beaumont Farm, Lexington, and 
is owned by the Beauside Stud, Inc., of which 
Mr. Headley owns two-thirds, Christopher J. 
Fitz Gerald one-third. 

Other stallions which have shown gains include 
Coldstream Farm’s *Bull Dog, which has dis- 
placed Wheatley Stable’s Hard Tack in third 
place, and Stimulus, which has moved from 
twelfth to seventh place in the last two weeks. 
The Porter and Man o’ War, however, have been 
adding steadily to their totals.
